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THE INDIANS. 


Profound Sorrow and Iadigustion Pro- 
duced by the Death of Sleeping-Bab- 
bit—Sketch of His Life. 
Lrrrux Rock, Ark., March 18.—[Special.]—The 
death of Steeping- Rabbit has produced profound 
regret, sorrow, and indignation—regret and sor- 
row by the Cherokees, fmdignation by the 
Creeks, who see in his murder, as they term it, 
another to add to their many grievances. Your 
correspondent bas been fortunate in his endeav- 
ors to obtain more of the history of this dead 
Chief than bas been published, and believes it 
will prove of interest to your readers, especially 
those who have kept posted on thé trouble in 
the Indian Territory. 
Sleepina-Rabbit’s parents belonged to a little 
bana of the Opothleyoboio party who, when the 
Creeks were forced off to the west from their old 
country east of the Mississippi River, under the 
leadership of the noted Chieftain “Jim-Boy,” 
tied, and found shelter and asylum among the 
Cherokees. They made their camp at Red Clay, 
near the residence of John Ross, Chief of the 
ees. Sleep bolt was one of a large 
amily of children, was at that time 10 
or II years old. The family remained in this 
camp till 1838, wie y came Westin Elijah 
Hick’s detachment of emigrant Cherokees. Ar- 
riving in the country that is now known as Iin- 
dian Territory, they formed a temporary settie- 
ment on a branch of the Barren Fork of the 
lilinois River. They were not satisiied to go 
into the Creek country. and asked to be adopted 
by the Uherokees. In the adoption of the Con- 
stitution in 1839 provision was made for them 
whereby they became Cherokees in law, witb a! 
the rights of bona tide citizens. Sleeping- Rad- 
bit, from Going Snake, drifted into lilinois Dis- 
trict, where be located, and was the centre of a 
large Cherokee-Creek settlement. He was mar- 
ried twice. Each of his wives was a native-born 
Cherokee. He spoke the Oherokee and Creck 
languages equally well. In the War of the Re- 
bellion be was identified with the Union cause. 
While entirely Cherokee in sentiment, 
his sympathies, as between the two par- 
ties of the Creek Nation, have sone 
out to ee and his followers. He has 
been charged with givi aid and comfort to 
these, as aguinst the constituted authorities of 
the Creek Nation, but this be denied, except as 
far assusing his influence to bring about a 
reconciliation that would be lasting and secure 
equal rights to all under the Croek Govern- 
ment. In the capacity, as his friends allege, of 
mediator, he visited with a rty of bis neigh- 
bors some tew days ago Indian-Inspector Pol- 
lockat Muskogee, and while conferring with that 
officer was arrestea with hie entire party ana 
sent under guard to Ubmuigee. 
Steeping-Rabbit was regarded as a good man 
and bighly esteemed by the Cherokees, yet be- 
ina really a Creek, the latter nation appear 
more intensely excited over bis death than the 
former. A thorough examination into the 
cause of his death is demanded by both nations, 
and nothing but that will satisfy. This has been 
promised.

Sr. Pat., Minn., March 18.—[Special.—A_ No- 
neer- Press special says: Ever since Sitting-Bull 
and his people were sent from Stanaing Rock 
Agency to Fort Randail, where they are directly 
uuder military surveillance, the Chief and his 
followers have been anxions to return up the 
river to join their Uncapapa brethren. Sitting- 
Bull has behaved so well since. he left the war- 
path, and his young men and soldiers bave 
evinced such a desire to remain friendly, that 
his application to be allowed to return to Stand- 
ing Rock has received favorable consideration 
on the part of the, War Department, the 
Indian Bureau officials alone hesitating. Lately 
all opposition has been withdrawn, and with the 
full consent of Secretaries Lincoln and Teller, 
and with the approbation of Gens. Sherman and 
Sheridan, it has been decided that on or before 
the Ist of ‘May Sitting-Bull and his 140 men, 
women, and children shall be embarked at Ran- 
dali and sent up the river to Standing Rock. It 
is desired that the removal be made thus early 
in order to allow the incomers time to do some 


seeding. It is believed friends of the quondam 
hostiles now on the reservation will 
pre sufficient land tor them to 
make an agricultural start, and it is hoped the 
War rtment will authorize the continu- 
ance rations to this particular band until 
June 1.

STRINGENCY OF MONEY REDUCES GAM- 
BLING IN STOCKS TO A VERY LOW EBB. 
New York, March 18.—[Special.}—Io its fnan- 

cial article tomorrow the Herald will say: 

“Speculation last week having been tied hand 

and foot by the high price of money, it was nat- 

uraliy impossible that there could -be any move- 
ment ot consequence in the stock market. It is 
true some few stocks struggied and squirmed to 
get free from their bonds and assume a higher 
position on the plane of values, but they only 
partly succeeded, and in some cases were forced 
to lie quiet with the rest of the 
list until an easier money market shall 
have come to their relief. It is hardly necessary 
to say, therefore, that last week was the dullest 
of the year, besides being remarkabiy free from 
sensational rumors or news upon which the ac- 
tivity of a market so much depends. Like the 
serpent in the wilderness, the python of, tight 

money swallowed up ali minor topics. From 6 

to 8 per cent at the opening, tne price for money 

grew dearer day by day until 16@18 fer cent 
was reached, and even at these high figures 
call loans were effected with difficulty. 

At Saturday's closing there was a 

let up, or down. to 6@7 per cent, but this was 

probably rather due toa desire to secure two 
days’ interest than to any real change in the sit- 
uation. This stringency is attributable to causes 
that are both artificial and natural. The artifi- 
cial causes are discernible in the concerted ef- 
forts of the bears to lock up money for the pur- 
pose of depressing prices, and of this delectable 
business the German contingent is supposed 

hold the key the combination. 

NATURAL’ CAUSES. 

The natural causes are more numerous, and 
are traceable to the ipmeat of currency 
West and South, the absorbdon by the Treasury 
of large sums (some $8,000,000 last week) paid/in 
for account of internal revenue and custo 
and greater need for money to provide for 
the April settlement and the necessities of the 
reviving spring trade. Purtial relief be 
looked for in three directions—to the Provinces 
for a moderate supply likely to be attracted bere 
by the higb rates; to the arrivais and new 
shipments of gold; and to the prepay- 
ment of cabled bonds by the Treesury. The 
last, however, is the only relief that wouid 
be broad enough to prove effective, and 
unfortunately is the least likely to be extended, 
although strong pressure is 2 brought upon 
Mr. Folger to induce him to disgorge the in- 
destructible board which has been swallowed 
up by the Treasury and at present nourishes 
neither the Government nor the veople.” If 
tight money bas had no other good effect it bas 
at least demonstrated the remarkable firmness 
and strength of the stock market. For the first 
half of the week prices advanced siowly but 
stubbornly, and, although they were staggered 
during the latter half by the money pinch, they 
beld their own, or at the worst deciined only 
fractionally. Of course everybody bas given up 
lookiug for the public at present, and no binoc- 
ular field-glass will be powerful enougb to bring 
it again to view until money maters thaw out. 
Regarding this same public one fact must not 
be lost sight of—to-wit: that the ficids of spec- 
ulauuon are vastly broader and more attractive 
than they were a few years ago. Then the Stock 
Exchange afforded almost the only arena for a 
speculative tift with fortune; now, armed with 
a margin, the gambling knight-errant can enter 
the lists and take a bout with petroleum, whis- 
ky. wheat, corn, pork, lard, cotton, und even 
realestate. It really looks as if there were too 
little public to go around.

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BAD ITALIANS. 
TROUBLE Ar AN ITALIAN CHRISTENING. 
New York, March 18,—(Special.]—There was 
a christening this afternoon in an Italian tene- 
ment-house in Elizabeth street, and many visit- 
ors, Invited and uninvited, went there. In the 
yard there wasa bout at gambling, and among 
the gambiers were Francisco Alberte, a laborer, 
who liyed in the house, and Felice and Antonio 
Amon, wholived in Crosby and Jersey streets. 
The Amons owed Alberte a grudge, and a spark 
of a quarrel was soon faaned into a Same. 
Judging from the results, a razor and ponlards 
were used. Felice came from the yard with the 
muscies inside the right hand cut to the bone, 
and a stab wound ia the forehead. He ran to 
police headquarters and was sent to the station- 
house, where he was urrested. While he was 
away policemen tound Antonio wounded in the 
breast and Francisco bathed in blood from se- 
vere wounds. One across the nape of the neck, 
made apparentiy by a razor, cut to the spine 
and severed ail the muscles and sipews so that 
he could not raise his head and his chin touched 
his breast. There were also a severe flesh 
wound in his throut anda stab wound in his 
back. He was taken to St. Vincent's Hospital. 
The surgeon suid last night that he was 
‘not fatally injuréi, but that when he re- 
covered be would not be able to use his 
head as before. An ambulance surgeon dressed 
the woutids of Felice and Antonio, and said they 
were not serious. They were taken to Francia- 
co's bedside, and he at first sbut bis eyes and re- 
fused to look at them. He was persuaded to 
take a peep at them and say if they were his as- 
sallants, and, after looking at them an instant, 
be averted his face, and said that he knew noth- 
ing about them. Even Alberto’s wife was reti- 
cent about the matter, and the police found no 
one who would risk imprisonment as a witness 
to tell the truth. All the wounded men are 
street-sweepers.

“VIVE LA COMMUNE.” 
FOLLOWERS OF THE RED FLAG TO THE 
NUMBER OF 1,200 HOLD A MEETING. 

New York, March 18,—([Special.]|—Red flags 
hung trom the balcony and every projection in 
the Concordia Assembly Rooms in Avenue A 
tonight. Around the speaker's stand “was 
stretched a broad band of sanguinary muslin. 
The tickets of admission, which cost 2% cents 
each, were a bright red; the posters announcing 
the gathering bore upon them a red flag, with 
the words Vive ia Commune in black across 
it. The men inthe Dall wore pieces of blood- 
red ribbon on their lappeis. Many of the 
men bad Drought their wives and children, and 
they were adorned with red ribbons jntheir halr 
and about their clothing. Long hair and slouch 
bats predominated among the men, and in their 
midst was Johan Most, the eminent advocate of 
assasination and plunder. They were all Com- 
munists, and were assembled to celebrate the 
twelfth anniversary of the Commune ia 
Paris, March 18, 171. There was a bar ia 
one corner of the room, and the men who 
thirsted for blood contented themselves with 
beer. Most took Rhine wine, nobody took off 
his hat, and everybody smoked. An able-bodied 
band was on the baicony, and when it struck up 
the man who biew the biggest horn and the man 
who beat the bass-drum showed that they were 
mighty and bound to prevail. The noise con- 
tinted until the leader thought the audience was 
made deaf, and then be menaced the horn-biow- 
er and the drum-beater, and they stopped. The 
leader was a dctermined-looking man, and bad 
it not been for this they might have kept it up 
all night. 

CHARACTERISTIC SPEECHES. © 

Singing and discord by the band were kept up 
for haif an hour, when Carl Wolky came on the 

latform. He nearly threw his arms out of 
oint and almost shouted himself into conges- 
tion of the brain talkiug about revolution. 

After beer anda ciash of instrumeuts Herr 
Most stepped out on the biepd-begirdled piat- 
form. lu tones that logsened his teeth he said 
that a revolution wae coming...

POISONED. 
A MAN TAKES MEDICINE FOR TAPE-worm 
AND DIES PROM ITS EFFECTS. 

New York, March 18.— [Special.] —Tnomas G. 
Greenleaf, a small farmer residing at New Dur- 
ham, in the northern part of Hudson County, 
some time ago became possessed of the idea that 
he was afflicted with a tape-worm. On Friday 
last he went toa woman named Mrs. McInimy, 
who lived at Union Hill, and who professed to 
cure all kinds of ailments. She gave him, as he 
subsequently told hig parents, five pills and a 
capsuic,.wbich she requested him to swallow in 
her presence. At supper-time that evening he 
was seized with convulsions and continued to 
grow worse until noon yesterday, when he died. 

Dr. Ayres, of Fairview, and Dr. Des Raines, of 
Union Hill, who were summoned by Greenleaf’s 


family, pronounced the case one of vegetable 
poisoning, but were unable to determine the 
particular poison that had been used. Upon as- 
certaining the facts, one of them proceeded to 
Mrs. Mcinimy’s residence and asked her what 
she had given Greenleaf, but she refused to fur- 
nish any information. 

After Greenieaf’s death the case was laid be- 
fore the police, but when they sought to arrest

Mempuis, Tenn., March 17.+[{Special.]—The 
gage tonight registers thirty-one feet eig 
inches, a total decline of four feet from the 
highest mark of this year. The riveris now” 
eight inches below the danger-line and falling 
at the rate of tbree-fourths of an inch every 
hour. Its fall, though rapid, will be even more 
so from now on, and everybody is correspond- 
ingly elated. The banks on the Arkansas shore 
opposit this city, which were covered with water 
Thursday, are now plainly visible, and it is 
the same of all the country between 
here and Cairo. The prediction that the river 
would be falling from Cairo to Vicksburg py the 
end of the week has been verified. The situa- 
tion now, as compared with last year, shows a 
most favorable contrast. In 1882 it is estimated 
that there were at least 20,000 people, mostly col - 
ored, who were rendered destitute and beipiess 
througnout the Mississippi Valley by the rav- 
ages of the flood, and Who were sustained for 
longer tnan a month by the bounty of the Gov- 
ernment. Thousands of head of cattle, 
including horses, mules, cattle. and bogs, 
were drowned in the  vvertiow, 
great damage was to dwellings 
and farms. This year, with the exception of tho 
drowning of some stock and the washing away 
of fences, the damage to pianters has been nom- 
inal. There are no hungry mouths to de fed, 
labor is not demoralized except in one or two 
neighborhoods, and the outlook fora big crop 
was never more flattering. Mark prediction 
that with a favorable season there will be the 
largest yield of cotton and corn in the Missis- 
sippi Valley thie year that bas ever marked the 
history of this country. There no longer exists 
the fear of an overflow which always influences 
cautious planter in preparing his ground. The 
inundation of the lowlands which are 80 pro- 
ductive bave come and gone, and farmer can 
now fairly estimate the probable yield of the 
land he cultivates, and not be subjected to the 
dread of being drowned out, nor of having to 
repiant his crops on account of high water, nor, 
as was done in many localities last year, abandon 
his plantation altogether, owing to the lateness 
of the season before the waters subside. With 
the deciming river will follow the resump- 
tion of work on the line of the Kansas City, 
Springfleid, Memphis & Vicksburg Railroad. 
The rapid decline of the river is a mystery that 
even the oldest inhabitants cannot solve. There 
is no preeedemt for such a rapid fall with 
river at such a high stage, and yet it is the 
answering of the prayers of those below who 
feared the capability of the newly built 
levees of serving as barriers to the rush 
current. The loss to life and property whic 
followed the rise in the Ohio bas not been the 
fate of the inhabitants of this valley, and with 
the genial sunsbine that is with us. country 
will soon resound to the voice of the laborgg gs 
he guides bis piow throtigh the fertile soil. 

THE RIVER STEADILY RECEDING, 

MreMPuis, Teun., March 18.—[Speciai.}—There 
is the same good news to report this evening of 
a steadily declining river and the fast disap- 
pearing 01 the backwater in the overfiowed bot- 
tom lands. The river is now within banks be- 
tween Memphis and Cairo, and is fast assumin 
the same condition between this point an 
Helena, Ark., where the decline bas been over 
two feet. Thetrack of the Memphis & Little 
Rock Railway is now free of water, and the re- 
pairing of it is being pushed * 
ically. Your correspondent came rom 
Helena today on the steamer Kate Ad- 
ams, she baving left there at 6 o'clock 
this morning on a fast run. She came to Mem- 
phis,a distance of ninety mies, in five hours 
and eighteen ana a half minutes, reducing the 
record of time between the two points fourteen 
and a half minutes. The quickest time previous 
to this run was made by the. Leein five hours 
and thirty-three minutes. The Adams 1. 
on account of the falling river, was compelled 
to go around Cow Island, which increased the 
distance ot course as compared to that taken 
by the L ully three minutes. The Kate Ad- 
ams pow wears the honors which have been con- 
tested for by nearly every fast steamer that piys 
the Mississippi River. Many farms along the 
river between Memphis and Helena that were 
under water a week ago are now almost free, 
and the history of the flood of 1883 in this sec- 
tion of the valley can be said to pave been told. 


Three Mien in a Perilous Position.

Two other gorges have formed above Glen- 
dive, but neither of these is threaten- 
ing. ben these gorges give way and 
strike the Missouri the ice blockade tnere 
must inevitably be broken, but it is not believed 
by river-men in the X ellowstone that there will 
be any disastrous gorge below in the Big Muddy 
uniess the spring rain should set in now. The 
ice bere began to move at 2:30 p. m., and ih an 
hour the river was moving almost clear at this 
place. Owing to the jam above the rise of water 
was not over three feet, and with the exception 
of the first half-hour the break was exceedingly 
tame. The ice is over twenty inches in thick- 
ness and tough. 


A Great Fall in the Mississippi at Dav- 
enport—Ice Moving Without Dam- 
age. 

DAVENPORT, Ia., March 17.—([Special.J—At 3 
o’clock this afternoon the ice in the Mississippi 
Kiver started on the Iowa side, running out 
into the channel. The movement at Le Claire, 
sixteen miles up the river, began at 1:30 o’clock. 
At 3 this afternoon the stage of water was 
tweive feet and seven-tenths above low-water 
mark.

LIBEL “SUIT. 


| A University Professor Sues the De- 


troit News,“ Claiming $50,000 
Damages—A. Brief History of 
the Case.“ 


Drrnorr. Mich., March 18.—[ Special.] — The 
trial of the sult of Donald MacLean, M. D., Pro- 
fessor of Surgery in Michigan University, 
against James E. Scripps, principal proprietor 
and editor-in-chief of the Detroit Evening News, 
for libel, will begin before Judge J. Logan Chip- 
man in the Supreme Court bere tomorrow morn- 
ing. The suit is based on an articie published in 
the News Sept. 11, 1882, which was substantially 
as follows: 

83" Joseph P. Wardle, a farmer and stock-broker, 
of Vereham Townsbip, Uxford County, Ontario, 
brought his wite te Ann Arbor, Mich., for 
medical treatment. After ber return he ob- 
served that she kept up a correspondence with 
persons whose acquaintance she had formed 
there. Something in one of ber letters aroused 
his suspicion, and he determined to watch her. 
On Wednesday, July 26, he called at the post- 
Office in Tilsonburg for his mail, which was 
handed him. On looking it over be found a 
letter addressed to C. D. Brenton, which de ro- 
turned to the cierk, saying it was not for him; 
but the cierk assured him that Mrs. Wardle 
always asked for and received the let- 
ters s0 addressed, when the husband's 
suspicions were further aroused, and he 
kept the letter, opening and reading it 
at the first opportunity. The letter contained 
no date, but the envelope was tmarked King- 
7 July 24, and bad r been matled at 

Kingston, Ont., on Sunday and forwarded by the 
early morning train of Monday, July 2. “its 
contents revealed to Mr. Wardie full proof of 
his wife’s infidelity to ber marriage vows, and 
on returning to his home in no enviable frame 
of mind he charged ber with lewdness, and she 
2 not deny her entanglement with the Doctor. 

ne injured husband then ordered his unfaith- 
fal spouse to leave the house, giving ber ali the 

rsonal property she claimed as belonging 2 

er, and furnishing her with $308 in caen.“ 

CHARGES OF THE NEWSPAPER. 

The articie proceeded to relate that Mra. War- 
dle, after bewg driven to Woodstock, took the 
train thence for Micbigan, and was supposed to 
be at that date (Sept. 11) in Ano Arbor, the resi- 
dence of the tessor’’ refe to, and then 
continued: The editor of the Tilsonburg Ob- 
server obtained a cupy of the Kingston letter 
above referred to, and which was signed De- 
votediy yours, Joho E. Wellcome, Kingston, 
Ont., and says that the language it contained 
was most disgusting (upfit for publication); an 
awful letter to be seen a husband addressed 
to his wife, and with the assurance t she was 
receiving. such regularly. The editor further 
asserts that on comparing the original letter, 
signed as above, with others received from 
Ann Arbor pussician by Mra. Wardle no oue 
can for an instant doubt that all were written 
by the same person. Besides, Mrs. Wardie had 
told her —— previously that this physician 
was in Kingston, and that she expected dim to 
visit them on his way to Michigan.’ 

Within a week after his terrible discovery. 
Wardle, brooding ou bis wrongs, became a rav- 
ing maniac and buried bimseif before a train 
to put an end to his agony. He was saved by 
force and consigned to a luvatic asylum at Lon- 
don by his friends. The News articie, after giv- 
ing the details of Wardie’s manifestation of in- 
sanit „ proceeded as follows:

The Liberal is informed on good au- 
thority that Mrs. Wardle was not afflicted ip any 
way whatever, but had been ensnared in this 
rascally physician's affection, and could not re- 
sist the temptation of paying him an anoual 
visit, and adds: It Professors of this descrip- 
tion. are to be kept at the head of im- 
portant institutions, the usefulness of hos- 
pitals, etc., will soon be gone; and what 
ay and security is there for the 
safety of any man's wife's or daughter's char- 
acter being left untarnished after once visiting 
them for the treatment of any disease whatever? 
It is to be hoped that this matter will be looked 
into, and if the Professor is guiity we will have 
great pleusure in makiny his name public.’”’ 
DENIAL BY THE DOCTOR. 

This articls pointed so directly at Dr. MacLean 
that scarcely anybody familiar with members of 
the university faculty had a doubt as to who 
was meant. Professor, therefore, imme- 
diately visited this city and made a 
strong and explicit denial of the charges 

of the Canadian press an those by 
implication of the News. This denial was pub- 
lished in the News of Sept. 13. e Sandal did 
not die out, however. Proféssor baa ene- 
— who fanned the flame, and ne was ftinaliy 

Ir to take legal notice of the article. 
Tosi e of a week he began suit against the own- 
er of the paper, claiming $50,000 damayes. The 
News has pleaded justification and will rest its 
case upon the evidence of wembers of War- 
dle's family and upoo expert testimony to dem- 
onstrate that the bandwriting of certain letters, 
signed by Prof. MacLean himself, is identical 
with the bandwriting in the Brenton letter. 
The plaintif€ is placed in a peculiar E 
sition by the sudden death of r. 
D. O. Farrand, who would have been a 
very important witness for the Professor. The 
latter will deny that he had any improper a- 
tions or correspondence with the woman in the 
case, and hopes to prove that the whole scandal 
arose out ot a deep-laid scheme invented by 
Wardle, the husband of the invalid. The Prv- 
fessor also claims his vag | to prove that the 
physical condition of Mrs. Wardle was such that 
fntercourse with her would have been next to 
impossible. She is expected to testify in behalf 
of the plaintiff in this case. And the fact that 
the result of the suit involves in some measure 
the reputation of the State University, in view 
of the sensational nature of the alleged libel, 
tends to make the trial one of untommon in- 
terest. The News is making a desperate fight. 
Public sympathy seems at present to be in favor 
of the plaintiff

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MR. CRANE’S CHANCES. ' 

The strength of the Saturday night mass- 
meeting, both in numbers and character, de- 
notes that there is a good fighting chance to 
elect R. T. Crane Mayor in opposition to 
Carter Harrison and the Mike McDonald 
system of City Government. The mass of 
citizens which crowded the large hall was 


made up entirely ef the best class of busi- | 


ness-men, who were there to enter their pro- 
test against the abuses and outrages tolerated 
and encouraged by the presept Administra- 
tion. The bummer element in politics was 
unrepresented. The speakers and the audi- 
ence were about equally divided among Re- 
publicans and Democrats—men with suffi- 
cient intelligence and character to abandon 
party affiliations whenever such a course 
seems to be necessary to secure good local 
government. 

The Saturday night meeting demonstrated 
that Mr. Crane’s nomination has the backing 
of those citizens who are interested primari- 
ly in rescuing the control of the city from a 
class of low politicians who pander to the 
most objectionable saloon element and con- 
done the most outrageous offenses against 
public decency and public safety. It now 
remains to secure for this nomination the in- 
dorsement of a political organization to give 
the citizens’ movement a practical direction. 
It is out of the question to look to the Dem- 
ocrats for party codperation, because Carter 
Harrison runs the machine on that side of 
the house, and Mike McDonald and 
Joe Mackin will undoubtedly organize 
just such a convention as that which 
nominated McGarigle last fall. The 
hope is that the Republican Convention may 
be controlled by a different class of men, 
who will recognize thé propriety and ad- 
vantage of indorsing Mr. Crane as their 
candidate. To this end the Republicans who 
have taken part in the movement which led 
to Mr. Crane’s independent nomination 
should now turn their attention to the Re- 
publican primaries, and see to it that dele- 
gates shall be chosen who will represent the 
popular demand for reform. It may be ex- 
pected that many of the working politicians 
on the Repubiican side will make an effort 
to prevent the indorsement of Mr. Crane— 
some of them from a desire to stick to strict 
party discipline, and some of them because 
they want a candidate who in the remote 
event of an out-and-out Republican victory 
may assert their claims to the spoils of office. 
But the business-men and the great mass of 
taxpayers who are not seeking small offices 
have no sympathy with such motives, and 
they should devote some of their time and 
energy to put the Republican Convention to 
a better use. 

The Republicans may indorse Mr. Crane 
without sacrificing any party pride or ad- 
vantage. He is and always has been a Re- 
publican. He has said from the very first of 
the present agitation that he would not stand 
as a candidate unless his nomination was 
confirmed by the Republicans. The conven- 
tion might search many a day without find- 
ing a better or more available candidate, and 
the fact that he has the backing of a large 
mass of citizens without reference to party 
and in recognition of his own personal mer- 
its certainly ought not to be a hindrance to 
a regular Republican indorsement. In fact, 
the situation is such that the one good chance 
for beating Harrison and his machine is to 
make up a ticket which shall command the 
support of good citizens generally without 
party friction, 

Republican indorsement ought not and 
probably will not operate to deprive Mr. 
Crane of any of the votes which he would re- 
ceive as an independent candidate, for his 
mission and his fitness to carry it out will re- 
main the same. He will not be embarrassed 
by the party obligations which might some- 
times interfere with his program if che were 
originally and solely a Republican party 
candidate. Hence Democrats who are dis- 
gusted with Harrison’s policy and political 
associates will vote for Mr. Crane after he 
shall be indorsed by the Republican Con- 
vention as readily as if such indorsement 
were withheld, while such indorsement will 
add all the strength of party influence and 
experienced political workers to the popular 
strength which Crane has already de- 
veloped. 

If Mr. Crane receives the Republican nom- 
ination as well as the independent nomina- 
tion he now holds, he will enter the struggle 
against Harrison with more elements of 
strength than any candidate has had since 
Tom Hoyne ran as a protest against Colvin's 
Administration. There are indications that, 
in addition to the straight Kepublican vote 
and that of the citizens who have already 
deciared for him without regard to party, he 
will alsotind substantial support among the 
Irish of the Second District and among the 
workingmen of all parts of the city.

——— IN THE LEGISLATURE. 
of the opposition which the project 
for reforming the criminal law of this State 
has encountered at the hands of a certain 


class of lawyers in the Legisiature, there is 


a prospect that some measure of relief may 
be provided. The chances for success will 
be determined largely this week. Two of 
Senator Ray’s bills have been made the spe- 
cial order for next Wednesday. One of 
them provides that juries in criminal cases 
Shall be judges of the fact only and not of 
the law, as now; and the other that bail- 
bonds shall be a lien upon the real estate 
scheduled as security, Both these bills are 
now on their third reading, and there is said 
to be an excellent prospect that they will 
pass the Senate and mne 
currence. 

These de mensares are among the most 
important features of the 
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tention, Counsel for criminals never fall to 
dwell upon this pecaliarly favorable device 
for the escape of their clients: The pro- 
posed ball-bond law is only less important 
than the other. If bail-bonds be made a first 
lien upon the real estate scheduled, it will 
only require ordinary caution to have the 
security ample in order to break up the 
straw-bail system. As itis now, bail-bonds 
are used largely to secure delay when the 
resources of quashing indictments, procur- 
ing continuances on perjured aflidayits, and 
new trials have been exhausted. The 
practice is to allow the bail-bond to be for- 
feited when the case is called for trial (know- 
ing that collection will not be enforeed), and 
this gives the accused more time if he be re- 
arrested; in other cases the straw-bail sys- 
tem enables the accused to escape altogether. 

There are several other measures which 


are essential to complete reform of the ¢rim- 


inal law. One of these, now in the hands of the 
Judiciary Committees of both Houses, relates 
to habitual criminals, and reads as follows: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted, ote., Whenever any per- 
son bay been convicted of either of the 
crimes of burglary, grand larceny, borse-steal- 
ing, robbery, forgery, or counterfeiting shall 

reafter be convictea of any one of said 
crimes, committed after such first our 9 
the punishment shall be imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for the full time proved by the 
law for — crime at the time of such last con- 
viction therefor; and whenever any such — i, 
baving been so convicted the second 
above provided, shall be again convieted of any 
of said crimes, committed at ter sand second con- 
viction, the punishment shall ee imprisonment 
for life. Provided, that such former conviction 
or convictions and judgement or judements 
shall be set forth in apt words in the indictment. 

Seo. 2. On any trial for any of the saido 1 A 
a duly-authenticated copy of the reco 
former cvenviction and judgment of any court 
of record for either of d crimes against 2 
party indicted shall be prima-facie evidence 
such former conviction, and may be used in evi- 
dence against such party. 

This bili finds its importance in the fact 
that the great bulk of crime is committed by 
professional or habitual criminals who os- 
cillate between State’s Prison and the erim- 
inal haunts of the large cities. When they 
are caught “dead to rights,” in criminal 
parlance, they make the best terms they can 
with the authorities, go to the penitentiary, 
and earn all he good time the law allows, 
and then return to their former pursuits. A 
law making the record of former cotiyiction 
proper evidence, and imposing an additional 
penalty on that account, would be one of 
the best reformatory measures that could be 
adopted. 

The bill for the appointment of Jury Com- 
missioners failed on accofnt of the opposi- 
tion it encountered from the country mem. 
bers, who feared the extra expense would 
not be approved by their constituents. But 
another bill has been introduced by Senator 
Tubbs which does away with that objection. 
It provides that the selection of the juries 
shall be placed in the hands of a commission 
made up of the Chairman of the County 
Board, the Master in Chancery, the Judge 
and the Clerk of the County Court, and the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court. This plan would 
not add a dollar to the county expenses, but 
it would insure much greater care in the se- 
lection of juries than the County Board now 


gives. 


ELASTICITY OF THE REVENUE. 

One of the penalties of the system vf leg- 
islating to protect“ industry is that bust 
ness becomes almost as uncertain as the 
whims aid follies of legislation. No sooner 
has our Congress finished an agonizing oper- 
ation on the commerce of the country than 
we hear anxious calculations as to the prob- 
able course of the coming Congress. The 
body which has just adjourned was Repub 
lican; that which assembles next De 
eember is Democratic. The Republicans de 
cided that the interests of the party and the 
country required that a measure ot at least 
ostensible reduction of revenue should be 


passed. Will the Democrats decide to bet- 


ter this policy, reopen the tariff question, 
and execute a still greater reduction of rev- 
enue? If the Republicans can make po- 
litical capital out of an average cut of 10 per 
cent, cannot the Demoerats do still better by 
cutting down taxes 10 per cent more ? 

There is certainly an element in the Demo- 
cratic party that will seek to renew the dis- 
cussion of the tariff. Every effort will be 
made by Randall, who masquerades as a re- 
former, though only in truth a protectionist 
in a protectionist district, to put duwn 
this issue, which cannot fail to greatly 
embarrass him as a candidate for the 
Speakership. But the same motive of 
interest that leads him to attempt to sup- 
press the tariff question as a Democratic re- 
form will stimulate Carlisle to foment it. 
Carlisle, too, wants to be Speaker, and be- 
lieves that in no way can he so effectually 
scotch Randall’s candidacy and attract te 
himself the best elements of his party as by 
keeping the policy’of still greater reduction 
of tariff taxation in the foreground of Demo- 
cratic contemplation. 

Every influence of the manufacturers, who 
lobbied so ravenously at Washington for 
higher instead of lower duties, will be 
thrown on the side of masterly inactivity. 
They have acquired in their own view a 
** vested right” to hage the rest of the com- 
munity taxed for ir benefit. Such of 
those Republican and Democratic misrepre- 
sentatives who suppo them during the 
last session as may found in the next 
Congress will come agaif to their assistance, 
and other black sheep like them will be 
found in each fold. 

But all these efforts of partisan and per- 
sonal self-seeking are more than likely to be 
overshadowed by an entirely unlooked-for 
occurrence, which may irresistibly compel 
the immediate reconsideration of the whole 
tariff, and may end in an overhauling and re- 
duction compared with which the work of 
the late Congress was merely initiative. 

This new element in the political and indus- 
trial situation is the force known technical- 
ly as the elasticity of the revenue, It is the 
tendency, which has always been observed 
among prosperous peoples, of a reduction of 
taxation to produce an increase of revénue. 
The average cutin the taxes made by Con- 
gress is so slight in all cases except sugar 
that it will be more than made up by in- 
creased consumption: The reduction on to- 
bacco and sugar will have a stim- 
ulati effect on the consumption of 
those articles, and much, if not most, 
that has been lost in the rate will be made up 
by the increase of the multiplicand. Very 
heavy importations from Europe are to be 
expected if the country enters with spring 
upon anew round of prosperity, as seems 
now probable. European commodities will 
be low in price. The demand from abroad 
bids fair to take every bushel of our surplus. 
Our purchasing ability will be high, and 
when they have the manda tn aes cane 
icans buy freely of foreign products. 

The combined effect of this new prosperity 
and the elasticity of our réduced but revi- 
talized reveuue may easily. be to bring the 
income of the Government within a year to 
a higher figare than it has yet attained. An 
immediate and therough revision of the tax 
system might then be forced on the coun- 
try, for the disposition of a large surplus 
in any of the ways now open to the 
Government would be sure to in 
volve the country in the 


tion. Any such contraction of currency 
would spread ruin the whoie 1 
ness system that rests on this currency. The 
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more direct and mischievous contraction of 
currency than would follow the redemption 
of the circulation bonds ot the National banks. 
One of the Causes of the monetary stringency 
now felt in New York is the accumulation of 
money in the New York Sub-Treasury. Seen 
in this light, the further revision and reduction 
of the tariff appears to be the sole alternative 
to the gravest business disturbances, unless 
the ruling mob of syndicates can hurry the 
Government into a costly war with Mexico, 
or some money-absorbing scheme like the 
purchase of the telegraphs.

The good father, in drawing his picture of 
the conditton of things in Troy, has made a 
sketch from life of the condition of things in 
Chicago. Every word and every line of itmight 
have been written from the standpoint of the 
“Levee” and its contigious haunts of vice. 
Every word of it is applicable to our streets 
and thoroughfares, to our own City-Hall and 
City Government, and to the rule of politics 
and whisky which dominates us. Night is 
hideous with drunkards here and the streets 
brawl with prostitutes, professional and 
postulant. The Vicar-General is in doubt 
whether the authorities of Troy are power- 
less in the premises or indisposed to grapple 
with public criminals. Unhappily there is 
no doubt here. Indisposition to grapple with 
them is not denied. The guardians of the 
city’s honor and peace are owned by them. 
They dare not interfere with the disreputa- 
ble classes who have elected them and who 
dictate to them. 

The questions asked by the Vicar-General 
are equally applicable here. Whither are 
we rushing? Is it not time for every one 
authority and influence to cry a halt?” There 
are signs, however, that the time is at hand 
in Chicago. The great meeting held on 
Saturday night, the presence there of thou- 
sands of respectable citizens of both parties 
to protest against the further degradation of 
the good nanie of Chicago, shows that there 
is a determination to call a halt, and that pub- 
lic sentiment is at length aroused. The Re- 
publican City Convention meets next Thurs- 
day. Whatever else it may do, whatever men 
it may place in nomination. it will be recre- 
ant to public sentiment if it does not call a 
halt and place itself on record by an emphatic 
protest against the perversion of law and au- 
thority, the domination of the whisky element 
in our politics, and the immunity granted to 
gamblersj thieves, prostitutes, sluggers, and 
the scum and rabble of the city. Good gov- 
ernment as against bad government, the 
authority of honest, respectable men, who 
have the interests of the city at heart, as 
against the authority of the demagogs who 
are pandering to the rabble and have no in- 
terests at heart but their own—these are 
the issues involved in the forthcoming cam- 
paign. It is easier to meet them now than it 
will be at the next election. Every year of 
immunity makes the disreputable classes 


more audacious and encroaching, and in- 


ereases the difficulty of dislodging them. 
All other considerations are insignificant as 
compared with them. We-commend these 
questions of the Vicar-General of Troy to 
every law-abiding citizen of Chicago, and we 
wish that every Catholic clergyman in Chi- 
cago would reécho his ringing protest: 
“Whither are we rushing? Is it not time 
for every one in authority and influence to 
ery a halt?“ 


DOWN WITH MAYOR HARRISON’S MAS- 
TER. 

There is a disposition among the friends of 
reform in city administration to enter upon 
the canvass for city officers very soberly. 
This was shown by the decorum, which 
verged on solemnity, of the great meeting of 
Saturday evening convened to indorse the 
nomination of Mr. Crane to the Mayoralty. 
In the canvass of two years ago the assanits 
upon Mayor Harrison were very bitter. 
There was a teeling of disappointment in 
view of his official course during his first 
term owing to the fact that better things had 
deen expected of him on account of his sup- 
posed social sympathies and his stake in the 
city by reason of his property interests. 
This feeling of disappointment was trans- 
formed into deep indignation which vented 
itself in all public places and was reflected in 
the press. 

Mr. Harrison’s personality. is less prominent 
in the present campaign. It is now known 
that, far from offending, it rather pleases him 
to be charged with holdmg intimate polit- 
ical relations with the most depraved classes 
in the community. It is now known that 
Mr. Harrison is a representative man, and 
thathe represents a class of citizens who 
are in every respect the social and political 
antipodes of the class of citizens who assem- 
bled Saturday evening to the number of 4,000 
to ratity the nomination of Mr. Crane. 

The citizens at the mass-meeting met not 
to denounce Mr. Harrison, but to take meas- 
ures, soberly and seriously, to put a stop to 
the rule in this city of the class of citizens 
represented by Mr. Harrison—the class which 
infests the Levee,” which congregates in 
the saloons, and there carouses and plots 


crimes. 
Mr. Harrison is less dangerous now than 


he was four years ago. He is no longer an 
unknown quantity. It is no longer expected 
that he will cater to the wishes of the class 
of citizens who composed the meeting of 
Saturday evening. The better classes of peo- 
ple know just where to find Mr. Harrison 
now, aud they are saying with emphasis, but 
without undue heat, that they don’t want to 
find him in the City-Hail after the ides ot 
May, 1888. Nobody is disposed longer to per- 
mit Mr. Harrison to pose as a martyr to bit- 
ter personal or official criticism. His course 
as Ohief Magistrate of Chicago is pertectly 
logical, perfectly consistent, as the represent- 
ative of a class whose rule has beer, is, and 
must always be destructive of the peace, 
good order, and prosperity of the city. 

In the present campaign it is proposed to 
strike at the vicious and disorderly classes of 
the community, and if any man otherwise 
respectable chooses to stand for them it will 
be his fault if the blows fall upon him. It 
will be much better to let Mr. Harrigon se- 
verely alone, and give attention to the class 
on whose shoulders and by whose votes he 
hopes w be elevatedto power. if there were 
no Vicious class—no slums, no thieves, no 
sandbaggers, no loafers, no men, 
no gamblers, no idle vagabonds—there would 
be no demagogs. The Harrisons of every 
political socivty are the legitimate, logical 
prodhct of the classes who oppose a high 
license, who oppose a sufficient and effective 
police force, who oppose a faithful and im- 
partial administration of the law.

EL MUHDI—“THE LEADER.” 

There are politica! possibilities behind the 
religious pretensions of the new Mohammed 
who has arisen in the Soudan that may easily 
become of world-wide importance. At pres 
ent he is laughed down as “ the False 
Prophet,” just as the first Mohammed was 
jeered at by the Meccans as an inspired liar. 
But it must not be forgotten that itis a prime 
article of the Mohammedan religion that 
“at the end of time a new Mohammed is to 
arise, who, as the sacred sayings of Moham- 
med himself declared, shall fill the earth 
with righteougness as it has been full of op- 
pression.” The Moslems interpenetrate the 
populations of the East from the north of 
Aftica to the Himalayas, Throughout this 
whole vast region there is growing a deeper 
and deeper discontent with the hated rule of 
the Giaours, who collect tribute under the 
thin disguise of a “free trade” in calicoes 
and Brummagen idols. 

The Mohammedan religion started as a 
church militant. Mohammed was a reformer 
and delivyerer, as well as a conqueror. If 
this active and aggressive system of propa- 
ganda and reform by the sword is now to 
awake from its long lethargy and begin its 
career anew “to fill the earth with right- 
eousness” several things may be easily ex- 
pected. The fire it will kindle will by no 
means remain a religious flame. In the 
name of the Prophet, and under the inspira- 
tion of holy dogmas, the physical sufferings 
of the peoples, attributed to the foreign con- 
querors, will demand alleviation. It will not 
be the first time in the history of the world 


\ that religious reformation has veiled a great 


political ferment. The movement will not 
be confined to the Moslems among whom it 
originates. The negative HIndoos will soon 
catch the enthusiasm of the positive Mos- 
Jem and will eagerly aceept a religious in- 
spiration that promises to unseat their mas- 
ters. An Indian mutiny much more dread- 
ful than the one England has seen may now 
be hatching in the Soudan, 

Itis interesting, as showing that there is 
something deeper in this business than the 
mere imposture of an adventurer, to notice 
that there are at this moment no less than 
three new Mohammeds or prophets in train- 
ing, if a sporting term may be applied to 
anything so serious. Besides the Mundi or 
“leader —incorrectly written Mehdi and 
Mahdi—of whose adventures in the boudoir 
and the field the dispatches from Sennaar 
have recently informed us, there is a great 
Sheikh in the interior of Tripoli, who is 
awaiting his 39th year—like the first 
Mohammed—to enable him to burst on the 
Mosiem world asthe new leader they have 
80 long been looking for. The Ottoman Sul- 
tan, Abdul-Hamid, the current rumors of 
Constantinople assert, believes himself to be 
the promised Mohammed. Assuredly there is, 
ander these far-apart and as yet insignificant 
tongues of flame, a smoldering mass of hu- 
man heat that only needs a stoker to give it 
air. 

That the religious expectation of a new 
Mohammed, which we see to be well-nigh 
universal in the Moslem world, is as much 
political as ecclesiastical, is apparent from 
the fact that Arabi Pasha was at first be- 
lieved to be the looked-for Muhdi. But he 
failed, and that disposed of him as a prophet, 
for your military prophet must suceeed, if 
he is to be accepted as the true“ teacher. 
Arabi united the most intense Moslem fanat- 
icism with as much patriotism as an Arab 
who has not had mueh practice can be ex- 
pected to feel: To an American who met 
him at the dinner given in Cairo last year to 
celebrate Washington’s Birthday Arabi said 
he had “come out that evening, though not 
well, to do honor tothe memory of a man 
who had freed his country from a foreign 
yoke.” He was educated at the University 
of El Azherin Cairo, and was remarkable 
there, in the focus of Moslem fanaticism, for 
ahigh strain of religious devotion, which 
means hatred of foreigners, which is itself 
the present aspect of African, Egyptian, and 
Indian patriotism. 

The precarious tenure by which England 
holds India has just been illustrated anew 
by the intense excitement which has been 
occasioned by the proposal of Lord Ripon’s 
Indian Government that native Judges 
should have power to try Europeans in cer- 
tain cases. All European India is rushing 
into print to express its indignation at such 


ideal“ polities, and its conviction that this 


measure would fatally endanger the lives 


and property of the superior race. Even Sir 


James Stephen, whose cold and legal mind 
is passably free from the -prepossessions of 
panic and self-interest, writes tothe London 
Times to remind the public that after all it 
must not be forgotten that England holds 
India not by consent but by congnest. It 
represents a belligerent civilization. It does 
not stand for the native principles of life or 
government, and cannot do so until it is 
willing to represent heathenism. There Is 
no justification, he says, for English rule in 
India but thesuperiority of English institu- 
tions, and that superiority must be openly, 
and uncompromisingly, and continually as- 


gserted. 


These incontrovertible statements, so bald- 
ly put, serve to snow the depth of the abyss 
the English are digging under the feat 
of the Empress of India. A few millions 
of whites are holding | down hundreds 
of millions of yellows” by the throat, 
by conquest, not by consent, and are at 
the same time supplying their victims with 
railroads, schools, repeating fifles, modern 
artillery, moral pocket-handkerchiefs, news- 
papers, and all the paraphernalia of su- 
perlority.“ The Hindoos are partaking of 
this banquet with a physical and intellectual 
appetite that bodes ill for the long continu- 
ance of the present relatfons of superiority 
and inferiority. One ominous feature about 
the whole thing is that with all their apti- 
tudes for European gun-practice and diffu- 
sion of ideas by print they hate their con. 
querors with an undiminished and undying 
hatred—a religious hatred. They will take 
everything else from their conqueror except 
his religion, with its precept to do good to 
them that despitefully use you and give 
your coat to him who takes away your cloak.

., with whom business codperation is a mania, 
and who has not learned. the difference between 
business and charity, for she pays more for the 
poor work of asick seamstress thafffor the 
proper work ofa competent hand, and calls it 
an application of the industrial principles of the 
future. The trouble with the efforts of the 
Brookiyn movement toward codperation, of 
which the new Boston society is but an adjunct, 
is a fatal gift of words. There dave been at- 
tempts to fill lecture balls in New York iu order 
to promulgate their views. But nobody can dis- 
cover exactly what is wanted orwhat is buried 
under their accumulation of rhetoric. We are 
toid that the Boston branch is in pursuit of 
that economic principle which forms the basis 
of the most valuable portions of the most eiv- 
ilized society. It is thought that a still further 
application of this prineiple will suversede com- 
petive measures and harmonize conflict ing so- 
cial elements.” It seems to us that Boston is 
the last place in the world where a society cdm- 
posed of women, sophistry, and visions would 
take root and grow.

ATTENTION is called to the dmportant fact 
that Parisians have discarded “chic,” and now | 


employ the word “pschutt,” which is said to 
mean about the same thing. To have pscbutt, 
dress and manuers must be in perfect ny 
with the person; they must show in- 
dividuality, and they must be successful. 
Pechutt is usually born with people, but can be 
improved by experience and skill. It is impos- 
sibie to have pschutt, save among pleasant peo- 
ple, just as one cannot chat pleasantiy with a 
boor or a dogmatic Professor. The Paris artists 
applied the term psehutt at one time to over- 
done limbs, then to young men whose coats 
were stuffed to improve the figure. Such per- 
sons are now called boudines. Ali men who 
wear corsets are called boudi in Paris. But 
men who attend to their dress just as the beat 
artists like it are now called pschutteux. Chic 
is dead, at least in Paris; but pschutt is the cor- 
rect thing to have. In short, the proper thing 
now is to put up or pschutt up.

MARRYING A DECEASED WIFE’S SISTER. 

The following letter, which explains itself, has 
been addressed by the Earl of Daihousie to the 
Governors of all the American States: 

10 CHARLES STREBT, BERKELEY SQUARE, LON- 
Dbox, W., Feb. 15.—Your EXOCBLLANCY: in the last 
session of the Parliament of Great Britian and 
Ireland, a bill for legalizing marriage with a de- 
ceased wife's sister was deteated in the House 
of Lords by a majority of 132 to 128. 

If I am rightly informed, these marriages 
have now for many years been legal in every 

art of the United States of America, and you 

ave therefore had ample experience of their 
effect on social and domestic life, and oan say 
from practical knowledge whether murality bas 
suffered from the fact that marriage with a de- 
ceased wife's sister is permitted by law. 

The opponents of the legalization of marriage 
with a deceased wife's sisterin the United King- 
dom are fond of referring to America as illus- 
trating in a marked degree the bafieful evils 
which it is alleged must rollow if these mar- 
riages are recognized as legal. 

In order to give your Excellency an example 
of the statements that are made, in- 
close a letter quoted in an article which 
has recently appeared in one of our leads 
prety The Church Quarterly Review, whic 

s being extensively circulated. I am anxious 
to ascertain whether such assertions as those 
contained in this letter are geuerally supported 
by facts, or whether the writer has drawn his 
startiing inferences from an isolated case. 

May Lask that your Excellency will kindly hon- 
orme with such intormation as you cau con- 
veniently give as to how the law which rmits 
marriage with a deceased wife's sister has 
worked in the State of New York. My reason 
for making this request is, that I hope 
to introduce into the House of 
Lords again this year a bill similar to 
the one which so nearly became law during the 
last session of Parliament, and am uaturally 
concerned to have all the knowledge of the 
practical working in America of a law similar 
to the one which Jam anxious to persuade the 
Legisiature to adopt in this country. I trust, 
theretore, your Excellency wilt forgive me for 
troubling you in the matter. I bave the honor 
to be, your Excellency, very faithfully and 
obediently yours, DALHOUSIE. 

The extract ia as follows: 

“*it is evident,’ writes an American clergy- 
man, to those of us who are old enough to re- 
member the state of things previous to these 
innovations, that a change for the worse bas 
been brought about. I can weil recollect when 
ladies in the lifetime of their husbands used to 
feel as it their brothers-in-liaw were their own 
brothers, and to treat them accordingly, in all 
the unreserve of domestic intercourse; when a 
brother-in-law after an absence would kiss his 
brother's wite in ali purity as his own sister, and 
she would confide in bim without a thought of 
evil or a feeling of embarrassment: and when, 
too, in cage of a wife dying. her sister would 
remain in charge of her family. or would 
remove to the bereaved dome to iive 
with the widower and take care of his 
children as a thing of course, without a whisper 
of siander, or any occasion for it; when the 
children, too, knowing that their aunt could 
never be in any nearer relation to them, loved 
and reverenced her, and confided in her, and 
readily a most wholesome influence to 

er 


**But since such increased nearness of con- 
nection has been deemed not improper and even 
desirable, there has 1 up in families a per- 
ceptible and painful constraint; the children 
learni to look with apprehension on their 
mother's sisters, and the wives becoming jeal- 
ous of their influence with their husbands, while 
familiarities which formerly were thought to be 
and reaily were innocent have come to possess 
a consciousness of evil tendency which itself is 
of the nature of sin. 

“*]T know of a wife whose bealth wasgradually 
declining, a woman of the world, with a hus- 
band as worldly as berself.and iu their house 
was a young and attractive sister of hers, be- 
tween whom and her husband there had grown 
up gradualiy a degree of affectionate inter- 
course which in the days of the wife’s health 
had been thought only natural. But as her end 
drew near it became on his part more pointed, 
and drew to it her attention so agonizingly that 
it became the one engrossing feeling of her sout 
for the last few weeks of ber life, excitimg in 
her an undisguised dread of what she foresaw 
would, as it did, take piace, and so absorbed ber 
as to shut out all thought of religion, and make 
her miserable to her very death.“

It was reported yesterday that the Faculty 
and Board of Directors of the College of Pbysi- 
cians and Surgeons had disagreed among them- 
selves, and the consequence of the disagree- 
ment was the retirement of four of the Pro- 
fessors of the college from their various do- 
partments. it was reported farther that the 
college was incumbered by a debt of $40,000. In 
order to get at the truth of the matter a TuiB- 
UNE reporter interviewed’ Dr. D. A. K. Steele, 


Secretary of the Board of Directors, on the sub- 
ject of the trouble last night, and learned the 
following facts: 


DR. STEELE’S STATEMENT. 


Dr. Steele said; The information you have 
received is in the main vorrect. Severul changes 
that were deemed advisabie have been made in 
the personnel of the faculty. That the public 
may have a correct understand of the situa- 
tion, it might be well to go back a little to in- 
quire into the history of the institution. The 
College was organized in October, 1881. in the in- 
terést of a higher and more systematic or tbor- 
vugh course of medical education than was 
usually obtainable in ordinary medical colleges. 
The fonnders of the college proceeded to select 
a faculty. The faculty were elected for 
one year on robution; the ear of 
probation expi with the close of 
the winter session. A regular meeting of the 
Board of Directors was heid in the club room 
of the Sherman House ou Saturday, Maron 17, to 
consider the best interests of the coll and to 
redlect such members of the faculty as had 
proven themselves scceptabie teachers and 
were in accord with the general policy of the 
school. At this meeting each of the following 
four questions bad to be answered in the affirm- 
ative by the Board of Directors before a mem- 
ber of the taculty was eligible for reGlecuon. 


THE CATECHISM: 


“Is he a capable and systematic teacher? 

Is his moral character and habits such as 
would retiect credit upon an educational insti- 
tution? 

“is he honorable and trustworthy in his 
treatment of and dealings with his vol eagues? 

AIs he in acoord with we general policy of the 
school, especially in its requirements for ad- 
wission and graduation of students, and its 
graded system of instruction? 

“The names of the facuity were then voted 
upon, commencing with the President. ‘The re- 
sult was that Prot. A. M. Carpenter, of the chair 
of Practice of Medicine: Pinckaey French, of 
the chair of Surgical Anatomy; B. F. McCoy, of 
Medical Chemistry; and J. T. Jeiks, of Surgical 
Diseases of the Genito-Urinary System, failed 
of reéiection. 

THE LETTER TO PROF. CARPENTER. 

“ The following is a ay of the letter to Prof. 
Carpenter, written by Dr. Steele, announcing 
his dismissal from the faculty: 

„Chicago, March 17, 1883.—A. M. Carpenter, 
NM. D.—Dsar Docror: Ata ular meeting ot 
the Board of Directors of the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons of Chicago heid in the ciub- 
room of the Saerman House today the chair of 
Practice of Medicine was declared vacant. You 
are therefore no longer a member of the faculty 
of this college. Dr. F. L. Wadsworth has been

THE DEBT. 


“Is it true, Doctor, that the college is incum- 
bered with a debt of $40,u0U7" 

“By no means; the college property is worth 
$75,000 at a low estimate, upou which there is an 
incumbrance of $25,000 at 6 per cent interest. 
The college this year has had a handsome sur- 
plus over and above running expenses, 165 stu- 
dents having been in attendance.” 

“Why were the four Professors named dis- 
missed?“ 

** Because they did not come up to the standard 
required by the Board of Directors. The prin- 
cipal reason of their dismissal was because of 
their inability to answer questions No. 3 and No. 
4, which you have copied. 

The spr. term of the college begins today, 
and the vacant Professors’ chairs will most 
probably be flied by this eveaing. 


One of the Victims Tells His Side of 
the Story—Alleged Local Jealousies. 
A TRIBUNE reporter interviewed one of the 

faculty who had been subjected to decapitation, 

aud obtained the following statement: 

“This is a complete surprise to me, as 1 have 
never noticed the siightest manifestation that 
would iead meto suppose that the Directors 
would resort tosuch astrange and vindictive 
course. Yesterday the Directors beld a sort of 
a star- chamber meeting, unknown to any of 
the faculty of the colleve, during which one of 
them suddenly sprung a proposition on the 
others to vacate certain chairs. Last even- 
ing written notices were sent to five of the 
taculty stating that their chairs had been de- 
clared vacated, no reasons of any nature being 
given, nor were any allegations made whatever.

would not say why it had been doue.“ 
ALLEGED JEALOUSY. 

“What do you presume is the cause?“ 

“lam sure 1 do not know, but I lay it all to a 
feeiing of jealousy that has predominated among 
certain members of the faculty almost from the 
very time the college was founded.“ 

“Is not the college deepiy in debt?“ 

“ Yes, to the extent of about $30,000, and per- 
haps more, and that is where the entire trouble 
springs from. The gentiemen who constitute 
tne Board ot Directors have conducted the 
financial affairs of the institution without any 
regard foreconomy or what the outcome might 
be, but have squandered with reckless extrava- 
gance the college funds. Naturally their in- 
competent and unbusiness-like management 
has been severely criticised by members of the 
faculty, and a movement was on foot to effect a 
radical change, but the Directors forestalied 
them by removing the dissatisfied Professors. 

Have there ever been any charges of incom- 
petency made by the Directors or students? 

“Not to my knowledge. if there has ever 
been a word uttered derogatory to my steward- 
ship I have never heard of it. As I said before, 
the entire trouble is an offshoot of spite, malice, 
and jealousy, and 1 can easily substantiate 
every statement that 1 have made when the 
proper time arrives.“

rmitted to be published by the widow of Capt. 

futt as a vindication of her daughter, over the 
signature of her maligner. They were in the 
hands of Lawyer W. H. Piayford before the trial, 
but, not being evidence competent in the court, 
were held back until your correspondent re- 
ceived them tonight. In his letter to Capt, Nutt 
Dukes declares that he had unchaste rei@tions 
with Mies Nutt in february or March, 1882, and 
found that she was not a pure woman. After 
that, he claims, be tried to break off with her. 
Four months later, while she was on a visit to 
Brownsville, he wrote the following letter: 

UNIONTOWN, Pa., June 15. 1882.—Lizzig: It 
seems an age since | saw you last. lam not 
sure whether you went away ou Saturday even- 
ing or not, but presume you did, else I should 
ba ve seen you or heard from you ere this. The 
sun no longer shines brightly. and the birds have 
ceased their sylvan songs since your departure. 
It is no longer the samc place without you, and 
yet it is not quite a week since you went away, 
and three long eternal weeks must yet elapse 
before you return. Will they ever roll round? 
It bas often been remarked that time flies. I 
now think it crawis like a lame snail. But I 
presume you fail to note the long, long days as 
eo drag along. I suppose you are surrounded 
witb gallants and admirers at all times; only 
don’t let some of the country mossbacks carry 
your dear: by storm. I heard today of the ap- 
proach marriage of one of my old sweet- 
hearts. The tirst thing I know I will hear that 
Miss Lizzie Nutt is to be married on Sept. —. 
am reminded of the old doggerel which runs as 
follows: 

* "Tis eweet to court. but O bow bitter to court 
a gal and then not git her.“ Miss ——, from Con- 
nelisvilie, is in town, and I am terribly smitten 
with ber. The great man from the East [Dukes 
here means probably Capt. Nutt] departed this 
country on Monday morning. When are you 
coming home? If you don’t come soon I am 
coming down there. But I don’t know bow to 
get there. I forget where you said you got your 
mail. I send this to Brownsville, and don't 
know where it will bring up. Won't you write 
tome? Iam dying to hear from you and am 
dead to see you.

He also wrote hera second letter during this 
visit, similar in tone, which she has mislaid.

STAMPEDE OF THE JURYMEN. 

PittsaurG, Pa., March 16.—[Cineinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette. IA Uniontown special says: 
“The twelve jurymen are blackened forever. 
Thomas Bowberry, of Tyrone, has been dis- 
charged by Eversop, Macrum & Co., proprietors 
of the large roiling-mill at Scottdale. They told 
him his services were no longer wanted, and be 
could seek work elsewhere among men bis equal, 
if he could tind them. G. W. Breakiron, au- 
other of the jurors, cannot write his own name, 
and beiougs to one of the most ignorant families 
in the county.

streets to the country, and the lasc heard of him 
he was nearing the foot of the mountains,in 
tho direction of Delany’s Cave. Jacob Amalon, 
who stopped in Brownsville on his way home, 
was given five minutes to skip thetown; which 
he did in less time, and has not been heard of 
since. This is the man who stated he did not 
want to be on the jury in the Low triai, but did 
want to be on the jury that wastotry Dukes. 
The jury now ciaim to have wade up their ver- 
dict from the quibbling point that Dukes, when 
he wrote these letters, was a friend to Nutt. and 
that he had no intention of killing him, but, 
after the last letter had been sent. Dukes be- 
came alarmed and changed his mind, then went 
and bought a revoiver to defend himself should 
Capt. Nutt attack him—tbrowing all evidence 
aside, and yielding to a point that was notin 
evidence, but was made by counsel for the de- 
fendant in his argument. It is rumored around 
here, vet quietly, that all is not ended. Some- 
thing more will grow out of this tragedy and 
legal farce of which so much has been said. It 
is said that Dukes escaped from Uniontown to 
German Township in female attire.

A BRevolting Outrage—Duryer Sent to 
Little Rock—Safe-Blowing—The Usual 
Colleetion of Misdeeds.

The Stuff the “Tea Importing Com- 
pany Palms Off at 40 Cents 
a Pound. 
Running Down the Operators— An Agi- 
tated aud Vealy Young Man.

Tue Tatnu dn bas observed for some time past 
an advertisement purporting to emanate from 
the “Chicago Tea Importing Company.” The 
ad relates to tea. The pubiicare asked to “send 
$2 to the Chicago Tea importing Company and 
receive in return a five-pound caddy of choicest 
Oolong, Japan, or imported tea usually retailed 
by grocers at from 70 cents to $1 per pound.” 
All who desired such bargains were further re- 
quested to address Lock-box 533 when they sent 
the $2. The ad had a crooked look on the 
face of it. Why should parties, if they were 
doing business In good faith, resort to the 


‘lock-box? The Chicago Tea Importing Compa- 


ny claimed to be abie to saye purchasers from 
$1.50 to $3 on every five pounds of tea, 
Uuless the company had something to be 
ashamed of why did it not announce its place 
of business, and thus enable the people of Chi- 
cago to avail themselwes of such Dargains 
in tea without the preliminary of. vor- 
respondence? The idea of an importing 
company doing business in a lock-box was pe- 
culiar, not to say guspicious. Aguin, the Chica- 
go Tea Importing Company did not appear in 
tne directory. Leading tea merchants bere 


| knew nothing about it beyond the advertised 


lock-box promise conditional upon a $2 invest- 
ment. : 
THE TEA OBTAINED. 

Under such circumstances a TRIBUNE report- 
er felt called upon to seud $2 in a registered let- 
ter to the Chicago Tea Importing Company, 
Lock-box No. 533. The name and address given 
are immaterial, but on Thursday last a five- 
pound caddy ot choicest Japan was duly de- 
livered and at once forwarded to Taz Taisune 
office. The caddy was a square pasteboard 
box. It bore no ornamentation, afd there was 
nothing about the package to indicate who put 
it up or where it came from. 

An inquest was thea held upon the tea. It was 
evident that there were some tea leaves in that 
pasteooard box, but mixed with them were sub- 
stances which had no suggestion of Japan tea 
except the color. There were leaves which never 
grew on any tea plant; there were chips which 
resembled nothing so much as discolored sec- 
tions of the pine forests of Michigan. There 
were tiny giobules which looked like burrs and 
splinters and moss, and there were tlutsam and 
jetsam apparently culled from sections of Japan 
which the naturalist bas never penetrated. Here 
was a littie brad-uail, a-tritle bent, but wearing 
the livery of cunpowder tea. In fact the color- 
ing of the preparation was weil caiculated to 
deceive. . 

EXPERT OPINIONS. 

The proportion of refuse and foreign sub- 
stances was so great that it was decided to se- 
cure expert opinion ju -the premises. Accord- 
ingly a reporter of THe TRIBUNE asked a tea- 
taster of a Chicago wholesale house to examine 
the box of tea which represented a $2 note. He 
gianced at the contents, pa some of the 
twigs, and sprigs, and willow buds through his 
tingers and rémarked: “No examination nec- 
essary.” 

“ Why so!“ 

“Tt is trash.“ 

“Do you bandle it?” 

No we have no use for it.” 

“ What is it worth?’ 

It is worthless tu those who want good tes.“ “ 

A. H. Biackall, who bas dealt in teas for a life- 
time, examined the five-pound package sub- 
mitted to him, and then made a “drawing” of 
it. When he bad sniffed the aroma and removed 
the — débris trod the steaming cup be in- 
quired: 

How much did this tea cost?” 

Forty cents a pound.“ 

“ Well, this tea at 40 cents a pound is one form 
of extortion.”’ 

What do you think it cost?” 

„I should say about 16 cents a pound.” 

A METALLIC FACING. 

Another tea merchant placed some of the 
“ Lock-box 5883 tea alongside some Japan tea 
which he retailed for 50 cents, and called the re- 
porter’s attenwon to the contrast iu color. The 
lock-box tea was several shades darker. The 
merehant said: 

“I should cali it a case of led astray.“ 

How so!“ 

Not led tho verb, but lead the noun. This 
cheap stuff has a dull leadenish appearance. I 
shouldn't be surprised if it had a lead wash 80 
as to make it weigh.” 

Charles H. Slack was the first merchant to 
whom the caddy from the Chicago Importing 
Tea Company was shown. The reporter re- 
quested Mr. Siack to weigh caddy and contents. 
He did so. Box and tea weighed one ounce less 
than five pounds. When asked if he sold such 
tea Mr. Siack replied: 

“Never sold an ounce of it. Why, sir, such 
tea as that is a disgrace to both Chinese and 
American civilizat@on. That tea is doctored, or, 
as tbey call it, dressed.“ We should bave the 
most stringent laws against the iutroduction of 
such viletrasb. In England the average con- 
sumption of tea to each man, woman, and ohild 
is six pounds. in America it is less than two 
pounds. What's the reason? The laws in Bu- 
gland rule out sucu stuff as this.“ 

* How is such tea as this compounded?” 

“It is aduiterated—mixed with foreign leaves 
and light stutt that will color easily. The de- 
signing men who impose on the public with this 
so-called tea make more money onitthan do 
dealers in the best grades. Such trash as this is 
calculated to damage seriously the tea trade of 
this country.” | 

Wat is it worth per pound?” 

“In my judgment it has a commercial value 
of from 10 to 12 cents per pound. The price 
fluctuates, as does that of glucose and oleumar- 
garine. Say that this tea costs 10 cents per 
pound and the man who sells it makes a protit 
of 300 per cent. And the remarkabie part of the 
scheme is that the folks who pay for it think 
—4 — —.— close, met hey money, and get- 
ting the start of the legitimate grocer.” 

* Where is such tea obtained? 

It is sold in New York auction houses. But 
no matter where it comes from, it’s a swindle, 
and I hope THE TRIBUNE will expose it.” 


RUNNING DOWN THE CHAPS. 


The next move in the investigation was to es- 
tablish some responsibie or irresponsible inen- 
tity in connection with the mysterious ** Lock- 
box 533."" A reporter was detailed to keep a

Elevated Railways in Vienna. 

The Vienna correspondent Jt the London 
Standard writes as follows regarding the pro- 
posed elevated raiiway in Vienna: | 

The Vienna Metropolitan Railway, for which 
the Emperor has granted the concession to an 
English company, will be an elevated line, on 
the model of the city railways of Berlin and 
New York. The English contractors, who bave 
already deposited the required seeurity of 1,000,- 
000 tlorins, undertake to find the cap- 
itul of 60,000,000 florins, or upwards of £5,000,- 
000, within six months. A joint company is to 
be formed, with two Boards of Directors, one 
bemg Austrian and one English, With Vieuna as 
their headquarters. Oaly half the capital is to 
consist of shares, the rest being raised by de- 
bentures, 6 

The iron and other materials to be used in the 
construction, it is agreed, shall be furnished by 
Austrian manufacturers exclusively, and all the 
olficiais except those at the head of the cOmpany 
are to be Austriaus. The iron required for the 
construction of the 2 viaducts, and rails is 
estimated at about 60,000 tons, and will cost over 
12,000,000 florins. The engines are to be worked 
not by steam,but eitner by hot water,com 
air, or electricity, in order to prevent smoke. 
The railway will necessitate the construction of 
u tew bridges over the Wien River and onesmall 
tunnel under it, but no other costiy or difficult 
work appears necessary. The whole length will 
be 14.77 kilometres, of which 8.78 kilometres will 
run on iron viaducts, 0.449 kilometres through 
the tunnel, and the rest on the or river 
banks, or throuen the excavations. The velocity 
will be thirty kilometres an hour, and the whole 
line, including nineteen stations, will be trav- 
ersed in thirty-eight minutes. Every five min- 
utes a train is to start traveling round the entire 
circle in both directions. Cheap workmen's 
truins will leave early in morning and late in 
the evening. The whole line must be placed at 
the disposal of the military authorities in case 
of war for the through transport of troops and 
material f one terminus to another. 

Tne impefüs which will be given to Vienna 
when this railway is completed will be enormous. 
No city in Europe possesses such lovely suburbs 
or such a beautiful country in its immediate 
neighborhood as Vienna. 

According to the plan adopted there will be a 
central station erected on the Franz Josef's 
Quay along the Danube Canal, which divides 
the populous quarter called adt from 
the city proper and from new Vienna. This 
central station will be two or three minutes 
from the bourse on the Schotten Ring, about 
four minutes’ walk from mavy of our most 
splendid new buildings, like the Parliament 
House, the University, the spiendid new towa- 
ball, the new palace of justice, the new Burg 
Theatre, and the new Imperial Museums.

THERE IS LITTLE DOUBT THAT DOUGHERTY 

AND MURPITY DID THE JUB, BRUT IT CAN 

NEVER BE PROVEN AGAINST THEM. 

“ I] guess we'll have to throw up the sponge in 
the Prescott case, said an Officer to a TRIBUNE 
reporter last evening.

Murphy was picked up afew days atterward and 
put away in a ate place to wait for the return 
ot Capt. Bonfield over on the West Side, who 
had charge of the case. It was along toward 
the latter part ot August when Capt. Bonfieid 
came back and struck Murphy about Prescott. 
It broke him all up at first, but he finally said 
he could tell the Captain all about his move- 
ments at the timeor the murder. He said a 
young teamster named Gleason was with bim 
till after 12 o’clock that night and would cor- 
roborate all he would say about the where- 
abouts of Gene Dougherty and himself. They 
hunted up Gleason, and he did corroborate 
Murphy's story up toa certain point. He told 
how he and Murphy and ugherty had 
started: out together. Dougherty and Murphy 
had struck the town that 
without a cent and 
hard luck. Gleason did the treating in several 
saloons around Canal and Madison streets uatil 
they meta friend of Gleason's, a young fellow 
named Daley, who treated several times, and 
tinally about II o'clock got Gleason to lea ve 
Dougberty and Murphy, whom he looked upon 
asatritie too tart. Gieason and Daley then 
went to Soloman’s ‘“ barrel-house,” a tough 
place at the corner of Monroe and Desplaines 
streets, where they remained until a quarter 
past II o'clock, when Dougherty and Murpby 
came in and forced Daley to treat, after whicn 
Daley and Gleason left the saloon ana started 
toward Madison street on the east side of Des- 
Plaines. As they walked along Gleason looked 
back and saw Dougherty and Murphy come out 
of the saloon, cross to the west sideof Des- 
plaines street — turn toward Madison. At 
the corner of Madison street Gleason and Daley 
stepped into a tobacco store to ta plug, 
and as they went in Gleason saw t Dougb- 
erty and Murphy were just about in 
front of the bath-house. When they came out 
of the tobacco-store neither of the toughs was 
in sight. Gleason and his friend crossed to a 
saloon under the St. Denis and remained there 
until about 12 o'clock, when the Dutchman who 
runs it closed up. As they stepped up into the 
strect they saw the crowd running toward the 
bath-house and joined in. When they got there 
Dougberty and Murphy were there, and a few 
minutes later Murphy said that was no place for 
them, and got Gleason to start for home. Whey 
went in a roundabout way, and said when they 
reached Gleason's home up oa Sebor street that 
they, too, were going home. Instead of that 
they came over here on the South Sido, climbed 
into a shed in the rear of a coon dive down here 
on Clark street, and staid there all day Sunday. 
telling the colored woman not 
about them having been there. / 

“ Well, now, You see a story like tha 
pretty plain to that Dougherty and Murpby 
bad just slipped id on the old man, followed him 
down into the basement, and ‘done him up.’ 
We brought them before Walsh, continued the 
case for ten days, and then gave them a hear- 
ing, but the evidence wouldn’t hold them, and 
that charge ugalust them was dismissed, Dough- 
erty going to jail on the Jonns cuse and Murphy 
being turned out.“ 

“But what did McLaughlin have to do with.

THE LEAGUE OF THE CROSS. 


IT PROMISES TO SURPASS IN GOOD RESULTS 
ALL OTHER TEMPERANCE ORGANIZA- 
TIONS. 

The Catholic temperance movement conduct- 
ed under the name of the League of the Cross 
is making great and wholly unexpected progress 
in Chicago. The movement was inaugurated 
bere by Father Hayes, a venerable member of 
the Jesuit order, and, as he said yesterday to a 
TRIBUNE reporter, has made extraordinary 
headway. As has been heretofore stated in 
Tue Tribune, the League of the Cross was 
founded by Cardinal Manning, and its success 
has bad a most remarkable effect in England on 
the liquor interest. A recent circular issued 
from the London Home Office attributes the 
falling-off of revenue from exvise sources in 
London to this movement, and one of the pa- 
pers published in the liquor interest, the 
Morning Advertiser, bas stated that in the Catho- 
lic districts of London, owing to the movement, 
saloon property has depreciated fully one-half. 
If the movement in this city is conducted with 
the zeal, prudence, and discretion which have al- 
ready characterized the management, the most 
important results may be anticipated. 

A TRIBUNE reporter called on Father Hayes 
recently in reference to the movement. He ex- 
pressed himself thoroughly well pleased with 
the success ot his efforts thus far. In the Sacred 
Heart Purish, which is somewhat of an append- 
age to the large Jesuit Parish of the West Side 
over 500 men, mostly young men ef the me- 
chance class, took the partial abstinence pledge 
last Sunday, and Father Peters reports that, had 
his health permitted bim to carry on the move- 
ment then luaugurated, the membership would 
be fully doubled. Father Peters, by tne way, 
expects to begin active operations next week. 

In the Holy Family Parish the membership of 
the league, Father Hayes said, numbered about 
3.000. Pledges are bemg signed as fast as two 
secretaries can prepare them.

Bishop McNamara, the gentleman who some- 
time ago recanted the Catholic faith, and who 
has been speaking and singing to those who 
would pause upon the sidewalk at the corner of 
Madison and State streets each Sunday, yesterday 
afternvon made his appearance as announced in 
the morumg papers, and proceeded to celebrate 
what be was pleased to cali his St. Patrick's Day. 
The fine turnout in which he bas ap- 
peared was gaily decked with orange 
and green ribbons tastefully intermingled 
and arranged on the harness of the 
horses and the carriage.

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 18.—[Special.}]—The 


trouble at the Springfield Rolling-Mill seems to 


have been renewed today, because of what the 
striking employés claim to bave been a misun- 
derstanding. The members of the Amalgamated 
Association returned to work on Saturday, as 
they say,under the belief that the mill was to 
be conducted according to the working rules of 
the association, but they were . notified 
to the contrary by the Superintendent. They 
therefore threatened to strike n, and in- 
duced some of the men who had come from 
Pittsburg to returu home. The 
officers of the iron company nad 
a conference tonight, and indorsed a communi- 
cation to the mea which says the only terms up- 
on which they will allow men to continue 
are: That they resume work as individuaia, and 
not in accordance with any supposed agreement 
between the com and the Amalgamated 
Association. While not requiring the men in 
the bar and puddie mills to subscribe to the 
iron-clad oath, the company at tae same time 
want it distinctly understood that they will not 
recognize the right of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation to dictate to them, in any way. the man- 
ner in which the works shall be managed, 


and when the gates are opened on Monday 


morning all the men who enter will be consid- 
ered as resuming work under those conditions. 
Tne workmen heida protracted conférence to- 
night oo the situation, and the members of the 
Amalgamated Asso¢iacion endeavored to get 
an agreement from all of the men to stay out, 
but the movement failed. The argument made 
was that it the association does not succced in 
the contest with the Springfield Helling-Miill 
trouble at other milis of a similar nature is sure 
to follow. The rolling-mili company is deter- 
mined to maintain the position taken. 


THE COMPANY'S AGENT ENGAGING MEN IN 
PITTSBURG. 

Pa., March 17.—[Special. }—Consid- 
erable has been published during the last few 
days in reference tu the advent of Messrs. Grif- 
Uths and Watkins, the representatives of the 
Springtield (II.) Iron & Steel Company, who 
ha ve come to Pittsburg for the purpose of se- 
curing men to work at the mill named, where, 
in comsequence of some non-union men having 
beep engaged, eniployés belonging to the Amal- 
gamated Association today begun a strike.

“but if you want to go I'll guarantee work at 
not less thaa $2.50 perday. We pay Pittsburg 
prices, and there is no kick about wages, but we 
are determined to run our mii.“ 

= How about the raiirgad fare?” asked the ap- 
plicant. 

Well. now, that’s the trouble,” answered Mr. 
Griffitns. I dave not got money enough to put 
up for all tne fares, but Lit tell you what we can 
do. The regular fare to Springfield is $17.50. Lean 
get reduced rates so that a ticket will cost 811.75, 
and I'll pay half of that sum for you. Or for $6 
we will furnish you traasportavon, a job, 
and steady work. I could get an army of men 
if [could pay all fares.

Were 
be as uoisy as a politician or as visible as an ora- 
tor, or as charming as au artist in astudio, the 
public would hasten to crown with laurels 
at least all those great in this calling; but they 
live and dle in a world where those who lay the 
mighty foundadonsofa cathedral are forgotten, 
compared with those who carve its columns 
or design its colored giass. This want of fame 
ie of little moment, for nations and individuals 
live upon greatness and goodness, and not * 
the feast spread by any fourm of applause.

The stores of 
information acquired in those days, and months, 
seasons are less important than the taste 
for intellectual and emotional pursuints which 
is developed in the spirit in that long 
time—time mken out of the morning 
of existence, when all the months are decked 
with the romane of June. The true sons of 
colleges, those who have faithfully mastered its 
course as it bas wound along amid the scenes 
of science and groves of philosophy, and over 
the tic mountains, never join in the worship 
of money nor favor the dominion of vice; but 
ever afterward they love the worksof mind and 
taste, and some mental path they will follow, 
although no gold will sparkle under foot. Hav- 
ing for many years lived in preseuce of beings 
of greatenental staturc, from Homey to Goethe, 
from Aristotle to Locke and Reid and Victor 
Cousin, they can never afterward wash from 
their souls this rich coloring.

Municipal Government. 
The Rev. Dr. Arthur Little preached to his 
people at New Engiand Presbyterian Church

He who could solve the problem of good munici- 
pal government, said the Doctor, and put that so- 
lution of the problem into action, would by so 
doing save America, and by saving America save 
the world, for the populauon of America tends 
more and more yearly to conceutrate in the cit- 
ies. To the question, Is Chicago iu peril?’ there 
was but one answer, and it was found 
inarecent speech by Mr. Adams, who had de- 
clared that the city is under the controi of 
thieves and sandbagygers, and that we are ridden 
and oVerridden by them. If something was not 
dene to remedy these evils, the history and the 
doom of Sodom, Babylon, Corinth, and Rome 
would be repeated bere. The preacher deplored 
the bad influence of evil books and saloons upon 
the youth of the city. It was the educational 
influence of the saloons which made them such 
holes of abomination. But the best work of the 
ballot-box could never eave Chicago, though it 
might neip towards it. There must be good 
voters. Let them be trained in the saloons, and 
they would carry out the principle of work for 
an support of those establishments. Sec- 
ular ucation would not gave the 
city. Tbere must be with it Chris- 
tian education. Making a practical point, 
the preacher pointed out a field specially 
adapted to work by the congregation of his 
chureb, which is the Sixteenth Ward, which 
supports two theatres seven days in the weck 
but very little religious service. In this tieid 
Dr. Little urged the re@stablishment of the 
Sedgwick street mission. A report from a com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the chances of 
the success of this mission was read, which rec- 
ommended the leasing for a long term of two 
lots On the west side of Sedgwick street, south 
of Mohawk, and the erection thereon of a suit- 
able one-story building 50x feet in size.

Whether we be descendants from brute 
animals or brutal savages, We have couciusive 
and impressive’ testimony to the existence of 
the moral law; that from the state of the savage 
have been developed all that we have of eini- 
lization, morality, and religion. Civilized 
man is simply an animai with the instincts of a 
human being. He who is rising is the success- 
fuland happy man. He who is going dowa ward 
toward the brute is the failure. nd thie all 
men see and confess. Below isthe brute and 
above is the man. In one human nature they 
are united. Between the two isan incessant 
warfare. The theory that we are kiusfolks of 
the lower races of animals may seem degrading. 
But when it is made clear that what the worid 
has been climbing for and striving for ali these 
ages isto make the ascent out of the realm of 
the brute into the estate of humanity the inig- 
uity will appear so gross and irradonal that the 
moral law will receive more effective sanction.

THE REV. DE WITT S. CLARK. 


Salvation iu Christ Only, 

The Rev. De Witt S. Clark, of Salem, Mass. 
preached his second aud last sermon in the pul- 
pit of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin, of the First Con- 
gregational Church, yesterday morning. He 
took for his text: 

Noither is there salvation in any other; for there is 
none other name under Heaven given amoung men 
whereby we must be saved.—Acts, W., 2, 

The speaker said these were the ufterances of 
a man who bad but a short time before seen ut 
to deny his Master, and these statements were 
made voluntarily, when he endangered his 
life, and he knew it. These were divine 
truths. It was God's word addressed to them. 


It meant salvation from spiritual and moral 
evil. Christ had said to the Magdalen: “ Thy 
faith bad saved thee.” Salvation meant eternal 
biessedness in another life. Greatarmies might 
sweep away the oppressors, but pone could 
pring eternal salvation for the soul. Obrist 
walked amid distress and sorrow where he 
brought help and joy. Jesas would never 
bave come on earth if it was the intention to 
bave aman sink into_nothingness at the last 
moment ot his life. Christ came not to take 
away the bodily pains and ills, but faith in Him 
alleviated woridly pains and brought peace and 
happiness. He saved ruined souls through His 
loving heart. He came to release the soul from 
spiritual and moral trouble. 


THE REV. DUNCAN MACGREGOR. 


Christin Books and Newspapers. 

The Kev. Duncan MacGregor preached at the 
North Ashland Aveuue Baptist Church last 
evening, taking as his subject, Christ in Booka 
and Newspapers.“ and as bis text, Christ writ- 
ing on the ground, and Pilot writing on the 
ecross.”” He commenced bis discourse with a 
piture of Christ and the fallen women, which 
was intended to show that there was a revela- 
lation in the scene of virtue on the one hand 
and vice on the other, and that in Obrist’s con- 
duct was seen one mode of answering evil when 
it was rudely thrust into our presence. Jesus 
bad written on the ground for two reasons, 
first, to recover Himself, and secoad, to allow 
the conscience of the Pharisees time to speak. 

From this the speaker gave a sketch o 
ern literature in current books and newspapers, 
asking the cueation: “How far they were in 
harwony with the spirit of Christ?"" He an- 
swered the question in a dual way, urging that 
the books and papers of the present were ab- 
complishing an incaicuiable good, but the work 
being done in this channel, he thought, was 
fraught with many dangers, chiefly from 
fact of the publicity given to our most sacred 
emouous. Spiritual life as presented, be said, 
bad too much outwardoess or display, and the 
effect in such publications was to give a certain 
coarseness to the holier parts of man’s pature. 
Books and newspapers too often looked upon 
the religious worid as an organization, be 
thought, and brought public criticism to bear 
on it as upon any other movement, which was 
scarcely fair, for the reason that the Kingdom of 
Christ was not only bidden, but also unique. 

The speaker next presented the marked char- 
acteristics in the life of Christ, and inquired 
how far they were found in the books and news- 
papers of the period. Some of Christ's charaec- 
teristics had been love of man as man, friendli- 
ness to the fallen, daring outspuekenness, aud 
the recognition of priuciple as opposed to prac- 
tice, but the great bulk of popular modern lit- 
erature made worldly success is ideal, and the 
question with publishers and authors in nearly 
ali cases had been, * Will it pay?” It mattered 
‘pot how much or how little of Christ's spirit 
there wasina book, but there bad tobe evi- 
deaces of tinancial success to secure its publica- 
tion. With newspapers in most cases, outside 
of the publication of current events, it was a 
guestion of what would best please 
the public, rather than what would best 
bear the test of Christ's judgment, and 
newspaper editors, he contended, ought to real- 
ize the fact that they were, t06 some extent, oc- 
— fg the place the pulpit formeriy monopo- 
lized, avbich placed upon them corresponding 
responsibility. He took occasion, in the course 
ot dis remarks, to denounce the parading of 
vice in attractive forms in the papers, arguing 
that enormous evil was being done by thus fa- 
millarizing the public mind with such matters. 
The public, however, were chiefly to blame for 
this evil, not only as applying to books, bat also 
to the newspapers, for if there was nota de- 
mand for such yy aes authors and editors 
would not supp t. 

He concluded b¥ tirgtrie his hearers to exercise 
great caution in introducing books and news- 
papers into their homes, and insisted that the 
character of their families as they grew up 
would be largely molded thereby. What we 
write, and what we read, he said, would become 
apartof ourselves; hence it was imperative 
that we should exercise the greatest care in ail 
of our relations with literature. All literature 
should feel the solemnity of Pilot's words: 
„What I have written I have weinten.“

PALM SUNDAY. 


Its Observance in the Roman Catholic 
and Episcopal Churches. 

Yesterday was observed in a special manner 
by the Roman Catholic and Episcopal churches 
of the city as Palm Sunday—the last Sunday of 
the penitential season of Lent. The last Sunday 
of Lent is termed Palm Sunday because the oc- 
casion commemorates the triumphai entry of 
Cirist into Jerusalem just before the beginuing 
of His passion. When the Jews and other 
citizens of Jerusalem met tne Savior 
entering the city ou an ass, and crying out: 
“ Hosanna in the highest! Blessed is He that 
cometh in the name of the Lord!“ cast palm 
branches before Him as a mark of royal honor, 
The services at tne Cathedral of the Holy Name 
were particulariy impressive, and were attended 
with all the ceremonies prescribed by the Ro- 
man ritual and pontifical for the occasion. At 
half-past 10 rehbighop Fechan entered 
the sanctuary and rook his seat on 
the pontitical throve, and was invested with 
amice, alb,stole, and purple cape by the Dea- 
cous of Honor, when ne proceeded to biess the 
bougs of cedar, which is substitnted for palm 
in this country. The blessing was effected by 
the chanting of a number of coliects, the sing- 
ing of a ‘special Gospel and Epistic, and the 
sprinkling of the boughs with holy water. After 
blessing the palm the Archbishop laid aside 
the cape and aib, and going to the foot 
of the main altar cnmmenced to recite 
the psalm “ Introibo ad Aitare Dei,” which pre- 
faves every mass. The mass was sung by Father 
McDonnell, assisted by Father Carroll as deacon 
and Father Fitzsimmons as sub-deacon. There 
was nv sermon, on account of the length of time 
occupied in chanting the Passion, or Gospel de- 
scription of the passion of Christ. The cantors 
of Passion were the Rev. Fathers Gill, Mo- 
Laughlin, and Marsille. 

Tne choir, under the direction of Prof. Beseler, 
rendered Haydu's imperial Maas,” with a beau- 
tiful “Quis es Homo from Rossiai’s “ Stabat 
Mater,” sung as a soprano duet by 
McGuire and Mrs. Dr. Sheppers. After mass 
Prof. Beseler rendered Batiste’s offertory of 
“St. Cecilia as an organ voluntary in a very 
creditable manner. 

The biessed Palm was distributed through the 
congregation by a number of altar-boys. 
Impressive services were also held at st. Pat- 
rick’s and Holy Family Churches. At Holy 
Family Church, the retreat for the men of the 
parish, which bad been iu progress during the 
week. was brought toa successful termination 
at the 7 o'clock mass, which was, celebrated for
